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Free Performance by Robert Lockwood, Jr. 
Featured in MLK Festivities at CMA 

CLEVELAND — The Cleveland Museum of Art (CMA) will be open Monday. Jan. 21, 2002, from 10 a. m. 
to 5 p.m. in recognition of the Martin Luther King, Jr. holiday. (CMA is normally closed on Mondays.) 
Several free celebratory events are scheduled, including a performance by two-time Grammy nominee 
Robert Lockwood, Jr. (with bassist Gene Schwartz); gospel music by The Greater Cleveland Choral Chapter, 
a free showing of the documentary Say Amen. Somebody {m2): hands-on activities and storytelling 
sessions focusing on African-American heritage; and a gallery talk about the exhibition Gordon Parks: 
Photojournalism (on view through Feb. 27, 2002). 

Music 

Robert Lockwood, Jr. will perform from 1 to 1:45 p.m. in Gartner Auditorium. The blues guitarist has 
performed with B.B. King (who cites Lockwood as a major influence on his work). Sonny Boy 
Williamson. James Cotton, Muddy Waters, Sunnyland Slim, Little Waiter, The Moonglows, Howling 
Wolf, Freddy King, Willie Mabon, Eddie Boyd, and Johnny Shines. The New York Times has said that he 
"delves into Jazz harmonies without losing the visceral emotionality of basic blues." 

An inductee into the Blues Hall of Fame and a W.C. Handy Award Winner, Lockwood is 
renowned for his pioneering guitar work on the King Biscuit Radio Show and for his own celebrated 
recordings. In a White House ceremony in 1995, then-First Lady Hillary Rodham Clinton presented him 
with the prestigious National Heritage Fellowship Award from the National Endowment for the Arts. 

The Greater Cleveland Choral Chapter, led by musical director Richard Smith, will perform 
from 2 to 2:45 p.m. in Gartner Auditorium. The choir has made two recordings, The Greater Cleveland 
Choral Chapter Live and Chapter Two, and sings frequently at nursing homes and hospitals. Established in 
1975, the 50-voice group is the oldest continually active gospel choir in Cleveland. Its motto is "Serving 
God and Man Through Song." A Plain Dea/er review of a previous concert noted that "the moment the 
ensemble's singers opened their mouths chills ran up the spine." 

The choir also provides funds to keep Cleveland communities drug-free and has contributed to 
the success of programs like Project Angel Tree, which gathers gifts for children of incarcerated 
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individuals. The choir has appeared on such television shows as WEWS-TV's "Morning Exchange" and 

the "Bobby Jones Show."

Other events scheduled are: 

• appearances by members of CMA's Art Crew, costumed as the Egyptian god Horus and the African 
Bush Cow, from 12 to 3 p.m. 

• an all-age, drop-in Mask Workshop from 1:30 to 4 p.m. in the Indoor Garden Court, in 
which participants create masks based on CMA's collection. 

• African folktales, told by CMA education staff member and storyteller Anita Peeples, at 11 a.m, 
and 1 p.m. (beginning in the main lobby and progressing into the African galleries). 

• a gallery talk at 2:30 p.m. focusing on Gordon Parks: Photojournalism, 

• a free screening at 3 p.m. of the documentary Say Amen, Somebody! a rousing, joyous portrait of 
Thomas A. Dorsey and Willie Mae Ford Smith, the "father" and "mother" of gospel music.
